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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Hollis: 

Purposes  in  Defense 

The  unsettled  condition  of  world  affairs  demands  a  "bold 
and  comprehensive  program  for  the  defense  of  American 
democracy,"  as  a  recent  statement  puts  it.  This  program 
may  be  considered  in  three  parts  —  military,  economic,  and 
moral. 

Industry  is  rapidly  providing  the  new  mechanized  in- 
struments of  war.  The  training  of  men  to  operate  them 
goes  on  apace.  We  are  making  every  effort  to  establish  an 
effective  military  defense. 

The  economic  depression  must  be  conquered  and  the  mil- 
lions of  unemployed  returned  to  production  effort.  Recent 
figures  indicate  progress  has  been  made  to  bring  greater 
utilization  of  capital,  labor,  resources,  and  organizing  skill. 
We  aim  to  maintain  the  highest  possible  standard  of  living 
as  is  consistent  with  national  defense. 

But  the  third  aspect  of  defense  is  the  most  difficult  as 
it  deals  with  the  moral  or  spiritual.  Preservation  of  the 
ideals  of  democracy  is  indeed  the  watchword.  Understand- 
ing of  the  nature  and  goals  of  democracy  is  essential.  Deep 
loyalties  and  devotion  to  the  building  of  a  better  America  is 
a  second  requirement.  The  maintenance  of  conditions  con- 
ducive to  national  unity  is  still  another  necessity.  We  must 
prove  to  the  world  that  democracy  does  function  in  a  crisis. 

The  first  two  aspects  of  defense  are  largely  in  the  hands 
of  government  and  industry.  The  schools  as  a  unit  in  so- 
ciety play  a  minor  part.  But  in  the  moral  aspect,  the 
schools  have  a  very  definite  duty.  We  hope  to  and  can  a- 
chieve  greater  civic  understanding,  firmer  loyalties,  and  in- 
creased intellectual  competence,  as  well  as  improved  health 
and  physical  fitness.  No  one  would  advocate  a  shorter 
program  for  our  youth.      In  fact,    our  leaders    expect   the 

49 


youth  to  stay  in  school  and  point  to  education  as  a  greater 
necessity  than  ever.  Let  the  school  reflect  the  needs  of  the 
hour. 

Thus,  we  define  our  purposes  as  America  hastens  the 
defense  of  democracy. 

Teachers 

Hollis  retained  this  year  all  but  one  of  the  previous 
year's  staff.  Holding  power  reflects  favorably  upon  the 
district  and  leads  to  greater  continuity  of  training  on  the 
part  of  the  pupils.  Miss  Pitman  is  studying  this  year  and 
Miss  Arlene  Caldwell  of  Goffstown  is  acting  very  acceptably 
as  her  substitute.  Miss  Pitman  has  a  leave  of  absence  for 
the  year. 

This  column  is  pleased  to  add  special  commendation  to 
that  faithful  and  efficient  teacher  who  is  now  giving  her 
fiftieth  year  of  service  to  her  pupils  and  town.  Fitting  tri- 
bute has  already  been  paid  to  Miss  Read,  yet  we  wish  this 
printed  word  to  forever  record  the  appreciation  Hollis 
holds  for  its  veteran  teacher  and  friend,  Lucinda  Read. 

Pupil  Achievement 

Last  May  we  made  rather  extensive  use  of  a  testing 
program  to  determine  where  our  pupils  stood  with  respect 
to  others  of  the  same  grade  or  age  in  other  communities, 
and  to  determine  our  needs  for  emphasis  during  the  current 
year.  Below  you  will  find  a  summary  of  the  results  by 
grades :

An  explanation  of  the  table  may  be  appropriate.     The 
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first  column  indicates  the  grade  tested  in  May  1940.  The 
second  column  shows  the  progress  in  the  grade  the  pupils 
should  score  as  a  minimum  or  2.8  means  the  eighth  month 
of  grade  2.  The  third  column  gives  the  actual  scores  of  the 
eight  grades  tested ;  as  7.9  or  ninth  month  of  the  seventh 
grade.  If  a  grade  score  is  lower  than  the  standard,  then 
there  is  a  weakness  evident  and  a  need  for  emphasis. 

These  results  are  very  good.  Every  grade  except  one, 
the  5th,  reached  or  excelled  its  standard.  The  fifth  grade 
was  only  one  month  below  its  goal.  I  am  sure  you  will  feel 
pleased  at  these  results  and  take  pride  in  such  pupils  and 
teachers  who  make  such  results  possible.

Suggestions 

My  suggestions  are  largely  tied  up  with  finances  and  the 
budget.  I  hesitate  to  suggest  expenditures,  yet  to  keep  a- 
breast  of  the  times  calls  for  outlay. 

The  belief  is  common  that  the  age  demands  more  vo- 
cational education  in  the  schools.  Any  plans  for  improve- 
ment in  the  opportunities  offered  should  include  vocational 
courses  for  the  girls  as  well  as  for  the  boys. 

We  now  have  agricultural  courses  for  the  boys  with 
Federal  Aid  to  assist  in  financing  the  program.  It  should 
be  borne  in  mind  that  Aid  is  also  available  to  help  on  a  Home 
Economics  program.  I  anticipate  that  a  satisfactory  agree- 
ment for  part-time  teaching  service  could  be  arranged  with 
some  nearby  district  if  full-time  service  was  not  possible. 

Just  as  soon  as  finances  permit,  I  recommend  the  instal- 
lation of  bottled  gas  in  the  laboratory.  For  science  classes, 
gas  renders  greater  service  and  efficiency  as  a  heating  agent 
when  compared  with  the  present  use  of  alcohol  burners. 

Appreciations 

I  am  duly  grateful  to  an  interested  School  Board,  to  a 
loyal  staff  and  to  a  cooperative  citizenry  for  the  successful 
and  useful  year  just  past.  I  hope  that  the  children  for 
whom  our  efforts  have  been  directed  have  made  the  most 
of  their  opportunities.  If  so,  we  have  re-doubled  courage 
to  carry  on  and  improve  conditions  as  we  see  them  and  have 
the  finances  to  complete. 

1  am  also  pleased  at  the  response  the  young  men  have 
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given  toward  the  organization  of  evening  classes.  I  trust  in 
their  continual  interest  and  hope  to  see  some  worthwhile 
courses  in  operation  soon.  As  this  is  written,  plans  are  all 
but  complete  to  start  a  course  in  metal  work.

I  herewith  submit  my  second  report  as  Headmaster  of 
Hollis  High  School. 

Today,  more  than  any  other  time  in  our  history,  we  are 
faced  with  the  question  of  preparedness.  At  no  other  time 
has  this  been  more  pronounced  in  the  schools.  The  children 
of  today  are  being  offered  the  golden  opportunity  of  an  edu- 
cation and  more  and  more  that  type  of  education  is  chan- 
ging, first  the  academic  and  now  toward  the  vocational.  We, 
too,  must  keep  our  boys  and  girls  along  with  that  trend  in 
the  offerings  at  Hollis  High  School.

In  arranging  the  schedule  of  courses  for  the  year  pro- 
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vision  was  made  for  the  institution  of  an  activity  period 
each  day.  A  varied  program  of  activities  are  carried  out. 
These  include  the  following:  Music,  Home  Room,  Funda- 
mentals, Clubs  (Future  Farmers,  Dramatics,  and  Girl's 
Clubs),  Association,  Assemblies,  School  Paper,  and  Auto- 
mobile  Driving   Course. 

The  Music  is  again  under  the  capable  direction  of  Mr. 
Priske  and  the  chorus  is  again  giving  an  excellent  account  of 
itself.  Plans  are  being  made  tentatively  to  give  a  music 
festival  in  the  spring. 

The  Association  is  again  functioning  and  sponsoring  the 
activities  of  the  school.  They  are  again  sponsoring  the 
publication  of  the  school  paper  and  with  the  funds  they  de- 
rived from  their  advertising  they  have  purchased  a  mimeo- 
graphing machine  in  order  that  they  may  be  able  to  repro- 
duce their  own  paper.  Much  interest  is  being  shown  in  the 
operation  of  the  same.  Perhaps  the  most  beneficial  under- 
taking of  the  Association  is  the  sponsoring  of  the  clubs  of 
the  school.  These  clubs  meet  once  a  week  and  they  are  car- 
ried on  by  the  pupils  with  the  direction  of  the  teachers. 
Again,  as  in  the  past,  the  Association  is  sponsoring  the  ath- 
letic program  and  basketball  continues  to  be  the  one  spot- 
light of  that  program.  The  teams  are  meeting  with  suc- 
cess, not  only  on  the  floor  but  in  establishing  friendly  rela- 
tions with  the  other  schools  through  their  sportsmanship 
and  good  play.  Tentative  plans  are  being  made  for  the 
sponsorship  of  a  prize  speaking  contest  to  be  given  sometime 
in  the  near  future.  All  the  pupils  of  the  school  are  taking 
part  in  the  preliminary  contests  leading  to  the  final  con- 
testants who  will  take  part  in  the  program  to  be  given  in 
the  Town  Hall.

Of  this  class,  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  school, 
eight  are  attending  post  secondary  institutions  and  are 
making  enviable  records. 

In  closing  my  report  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation 
and  that  of  the  teachers  for  the  splendid  support  and  co- 
operation we  have  received  in  the  school  functions  that  we 
are  carrying  on  in  Holiis.  I  also  wish  to  report  the  decided 
lack  of  a  course  of  study  for  the  girls  of  the  High  School. 
In  making  preliminary  registrations  I  find  that  a  course  in 
the  nature  of  Home  Economics  to  go  along  in  conjunction 
with  the  course  in  Agriculture,  offered  the  boys,  would  re- 
lieve considerably  the  problem  of  guidance  for  the  girls  in 
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the  school.     I  would  recommend  that  some  thought  be  given 
this  matter.

At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  all  the  pupils  were 
given  a  physical  examination  by  the  School  Doctor,  with 
special  attention  given  to  the  athletic  group  as  to  their 
physical  condition. 

We  also  had  the  use  of  the  audiometer  to  test  the  hear- 
ing. This  test  was  given  to  all  the  pupils  except  the  first 
grade  after  a  second  and  in  some  cases  a  third  test  was  given 
pupils  still  showing  defects  were  reported  to  parents.  Where 
in  most  cases  parents  have  contacted  an  ortologist  and  the 
pupils  are  being  treated. 

The  attendance  and  health  of  the  pupils  has  been  very 
good  with  a  slight  upset  from  gripp. 

The  fine  cooperation  of  the  teacher  and  parents  help  to 
carry  on  a  successful  health  program.
